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In Uie year of urace 1900, what a 
wonderful transtorraation we s^e. 
In ^very State, every city, town, 
. e and hamlet, there are deaf- 
nu.v^ of inteliiirence, capability 
and industry, fuftUing every duty 
to the State, to the home, and to 
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methods, and is called the ** Com- 
bined System " 

There are two purely educational 
publications of the profession of 
t+^aehing the deaf — the American 
AnnaU of the iDeaf and the As- 
sociaiion Review. 

The newspapers published in the 
interests of the deaf are many, but 
the leading newspaper, which has a 
world-wide reputation and circula- 
tion, is the Deaf-Mutes' Journal. 

A few years ago, in Wash in |j- 
ton, D. C, there was established, 
chiefly through the instrumentality 
and liberality of Dr. A. Graham 
Bell, an institution called the VoHa 
Bureau, for the increase and dis- 
semination of knowledge concern- 
ing the deaf. It is a fireproof 
building, and has special facilities 
for the collection and storage of 
works relating to the deaf. It is 
performing an excellent service in 
publishing and distributing papers, 
reports, and other publications 
treating upon the deaf, their educa- 
tion, and special statistics. 

One hundred years ago, all re- 
ligious truths and consolations were 
unknown to the deaf. At the end 
of the century we find mission 
work and religions ministrations 
under the direction of priests of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church, 
the Roman Catholic Priests, and 
ministers of the Methodist and 
Congregational denominations. 

There are Episcopal Church edifices 
exclusively for the deaf in the cities 
of N^-w York and Philadelphia, 

It is difficult to get statistics con- 
cerning associations and societies 
for the deaf, but we have tabulat- 
ed : Missions and branches, 21, 
with a meinJiership of 10,725 ; 
State Associations, 7 with 2,736 
members ; Alumni Asw>ciationa, 10, 
with a m^^rnber-^hip of 1,056; and 
24 clubs and s^jcleties having a 
t^tal of 574 adherents. 

No definite returns are as yet 
available as to the nnmber of deaf- 
mutes included in the Census of 
1900, but 50,000 is probably^ fair 
estimate. 

The work accomplished by the 
deaf th^^mselves during the century, 
would require a great deal of space 
and a large amount of research to 
properly catalogue. They have 
been the pioneers in establishing 
st'hoo' arious States of the

Nor is it only comparatively im- 
portant inventions like the foregoing 
that can be traced back to the 
earth's infancy in thc^ andiaic vase- 
room at the British Mus um any 
read(ir of theses lines can gaze upcm 
babies' feeding bottles of sun-baked 
clay which were antique when 
Joieph went itito Ej^ypt. 

A bone collar stud was recently 
found in a Sakkarahian sarcopluigus 
resembling almost exactly in ap[)«*ar*- 
anc(^ those sold by hawker*s fit the 
Strand at three a penny. Yet the 
man who madt^ it had been dust and 
ashes thousands of years, what tirn*^ 
th(» pfitriarch Anraham fed his flocks 
on Hebron.

The first part 
was given in St. Thomas' Mission 
Room, in the gymnasuim hall be- 
low. The weather was good anri 
there was a large and appreciated 
attendance. Tire success of the 
literary part is due to the combined 
efforts of Miss Miss Herd man, 
Messrs. Jones, Rodenberger, and 
the few who responded to the call 
for extempore n^marks. All pre- 
sent acted as a committee of one 
to make the social feature a success, 
arid it is needless to say that they 
succeeded. The Gallaudet anniver- 
sary has been regularly obesrved in 
this city for several years past and 
each obseivance has been marked 
by greater appreciation and enthu- 
.siasm than the pre(HMHlinir one. 
The momentum thus given the 
memory of Gallaudet is already 
snfil(»ient to send his name ** Down 
the dark future, through long gen- 
erations." 

A number of the local deaf have 
recently received from th(» Censu>. 
Department question blanks issued 
by Dr. A. G Bell, '' Expert Special 
Airent." How '* our friend, the 
enemy," came to be regarded as an 
*' expert" in matters pertaining to 
the deaf by the Census Departmeryt 
may always be *' a marvel and a 
mystery to the world." 

The Convention address of Pre- 
8i<lent Gallaudet at Flint, wdiich 
received the liearty endorsement 
of agieat majority of the teachers 
of the deaf, was prot>aby not in- 
cleded in Dr. Bell's batch of testi- 
monials which secured him the 
appoir»tment. Tho Census Depait 
ment should have assigned the 
S(>ecial expert work to some one 
connected with the profession, and 
Gallaudet Colleg<^ — Dr. Fay, for 
instance. If the deaf were satisfied 
that tlie volunt.'iry information con- 
cerniug themselves that th<*y hiivv 
ifiven Dr. Bell in past years had 
made any im[)ression on him, his 
latest cir'cular would be taken up 
with mucdi iireater interest and en- 
thusiasm than is now the ease. 

Mr, W. L. Stafford has prepared 
and printed a neat pocket directory 
of the deaf of St. Louis, containing 
several hundred names. The di- 
rectory also gives the names of the 
various local organizations of the 
deaf, reliuious, educational, literary 
and social, touethei with the time 
and i)lace of regular meeiings. It 
is Mr. St-afford's intention to make 
corn»cti<ms and additions to the 
work annually, so that by World's 
Fair time it will be as near perfec- 
tion as any direct«>ry can l>e. Per- 
sons desiring copies may obtain 
them of Mr. Stafford, 1919 Goode 
Avenue, at twenty-five cents each. 

The St. Louis Deaf-Mute Club 
has subscribed $100 to the World's 
Fair Fun<l. We have never known 
the Chib to have nuide better use 
of its funds. The Q lobe Democrat 
gave considerable space to the sub- 
scription and said that if the vari- 
ous local organizations of every 
name and obj(»ct would only follow 
the Club's example, the subscrip- 
tions wouM exceed a hundred thou- 
sand dollars from such sources. In 
another issue of the same paper the 
fi)llowing item appeared :

The practice of observing the 
birthday anniversary of Laurent 
Clerc, on December 2Glh, seems 
to have fallen into disuse here, 
though, happily, not by that in- 
<liff(^renco which characterizes the 
un thoughtful mind. We sincerely 
believe that the memory of this 
good teacher of old continues to be 
cherished by the deaf of Philadel- 
phia and always will be. 

The Clerc Literary Association is 
named after him It is the posses- 
sor of an excellent life-size bust 
tdl painting of Clerc, executed by 
John Carlin, which hangs alongside 
another of Gallaudet, of the same 
size, on the wall of the i)latform in 
All Souls' Hall, which is not only a 
place of honor, but the most con 
spicuous place in the hall. 

Tiie Association has also come 
into possession of a number of books 
which foruierly belonged to Clerc, 
through his worthy son. Rev. Dr. 
Fiancis J. Clerc. These few facts 
serve to keep the name of Clerc 
continually before our deaf. 

The mere fact that no ostenta- 
tious display is made in his honor 
on each anniversary of his birth, is 
not pre of that the man is forgotten. 
So far as we can judge, the practice 
of honorinj; Cleic as we do Gallau- 
det is in disuse only to the extent of 
the manner or kind of celebrati(jn. 
For some years pasu it has been the 
practice of .holding All Souls' 
Christmas Festival on Clerc's birth- 
day anniversary. 

It will be repeated this j^ear. 
Thouf^h it may not be generally 
known, it is done ft»r a double pur- 
pose — to mark the birthday an- 
niuersary quietly by affording the 
opportunity for a re-union of the 
deaf of the parish durir»g the good 
season. The (^lerc Literary As- 
sociation had first introduced the 
practice of kec^ping the anniversary, 
but All Souls' Guild, which has first 
right to the use of All Souls' Hall, 
urndually formed the practice of 
holding its Christmas festival on 
the anniversary day, until now 
when the Association has given it 
up entirely. 

There is no feeling between the 
tw^o bodies about it, but we believe 
that, when the Guild relinquishes 
the date feu* its customary festival, 
the Association will again come for- 
ward with unmistakable testimony 
of the love and (»steem in which it 
holds its distinguished nanresake. 

Of recent years there has been a 
desire to abridge the name of the 
Association — All Souls' W(»rking 
Pec»ple's Club and Clerc Literary 
Assocdation — or to select a name 
that would best serve the int^MH>sts 
of Indh the Association and All 
Souls' Mission, of which it is a 
branch. Various suggestions were 
made, but rather than drop the 
name of Clerc, the Association 
wt)uld drop all others and continue 
the t>ld name^ — THE ClKHC LITER- 
ARY Ahsociation. Is not this of 
itself a beautiful tribute of love 
and respect for the First Ddaf 
Teacher of the Deaf in 
America ? 

It IS not our purpose here to 
enter into an account of the life of 
Lauront t'lerc, but any one who 
reads the history of the bt^ginniui: 
of the education of the deaf in 
America, must acknowledge the 
fact that Clerc was an important 
factor in it. As a brilliant example 
of the deaf in the Old World, he 
was a most valuable aivi to Gallau- 
ilet in spreading the same kind of 
work in the New World. To whcnn 
was Gallaudet m(»re grateful for 
such help than Clerc? Whether 
Clerc was inspii*ed by the noble 
principles of that great French 
General or not, we look upon him 
as the Lafayette of the Deaf, and, 
as the Annnican people love the 
memory ot the great General, so the 
American deaf will always remem- 
ber the able Teacher, wdio wrest 
himself from home and friends in 
order to benefit hit^ foreign brethren !
